Only three or four bills will be 
left to the general appropriations committee. 
They will have the legislative, sundry civil 
deficiency and possibly one or two others, but 
most of the appropriation bills will be dis- 
tributed. 

Whether Mr. Randall will make a minority 
yeport or will simply oppose the proposed 
changes onthe floor is not known, Nothing 
can bow avert a sharp contest over the rules, 
but the changes advocated by a majority of the 
committee will probably be agreed on by the 
house. Their adoption will impose new duties 
on the several committees, thereby greatly in- 
creasing their importance. This fact. will 
cause Mr. Carlisle to largely reconstruct bis 
committecs. The naval committee would be- 
come one of the most important in the house in 
prospect of legislation for extensive naval con- 
struction, the appropriations for which would 
originate in that committee. Sunset Cox was 
chairman of the last naval committee. The 
chairmanship of the present committee is 
thought to be between Mr. Blount, 
of Georgia, and Mr. Hewitt, 
New York: Mr. Townsend, of Lilinois, under 
new arrangement would claim the chairman- 
ship of the postal committee, as he had charge 
ofthe postal appropriations in the last con- 
gress. General Forney, jof Alabama, will suc- 
ceed General Rosecrans as chairman of the 
committee on military affairs. Mr. Hatch, of 
Missouri, wants to give up the chairmanship 
of the committee on agriculture to head the 
commitice on banking and currency. 

Tho anti-silver men are urging the speaker

The proposed change of rules will cause a 
general rearrangement of committees.

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THE SENATE CAUCUS. 
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Acopting aLine of Policy in Regard to Ap- 
pointments. 

WASHINGTON, December 11.—The republican 
fenators metin caucus at eleven o'clock. this 
norning and continued in session until two 
eclock, Senator Sherman resigned his posi- 
iion as chairman of the caucus and Senato: 
Edmunds was unanimously elected to the 
place.

THE LAST RITES 


OVER THE. BODY OF MR. 


VANDERBILT. 


W. H. 


The Family’s Last Look ‘at the Remains—Crowds at 
the Church! Turned Away—The Funeral Servi- 
ces—At the Vault Pinkerton and His 
Men Guarding the Casket. 

New York, December 11.—The last sad 
rises over the remains of Mr. Vanderbilt were 
begun this morning, when the body of the de- 
ceased was renreved from the ice box, in which 
it has rested since Tuesday, to a coffinof cedar, 
covered with black broadcloth. The coffin 
was place d ona ecatafalque in the bedroom on 
the east side of the house. The sun had barely 
appeared upon the pinnacles of St. Patrick’s 
cathedral before small groups of people, began 
to gather opposite the house and all of these 
wore mourning liveries. Shortly before nine 
o'clock Mrs. Vanderbilt, accompanied by her 
sister, Mrs. Bromley, William K., Cornelius, 
Frederick and George Vanderbilt, her sons, 
and her daughters, with the exception of Mrs. 
Shepard, who is abroad, entered the bedroom 
and looked for the last time on the face of her 
husband. Her grief was very great, and it 
was shared by all present. The service con- 
ducted by the Rey. Dr. Cooke was simple and 
touching, consistirg of a prayer, a few words 
of remembrance and others of consolation to 
the bereaved family. The coffin was then 
closed, and Mrs. Vanderbilt retired to the apart- 
ment which she has oceupied since the death of 
Mr. Vanderbilt. The coffin was raised upon 
the shoulders of the undertakers’ assistants 
and preceded by the clergyman and _ pall- 
bearers, borne down the broad staircase to the 
hearse. 

AT THE CHURCH. 

The doors of the church had been besieged 
all morning by crowds of well dressed people 
sceking admission, principally women. Near- 
ly allwere turned away, unless they were 
known to members of the family, who were 
stationed at the door, as possessing the same 
special claim, to be admitted. At no time did 
the latter exceed a hundred or two in number. 
At fourteen minutes past ten o’clock the doors 
of St. Bartholomew’s Episcepal church were 
swung back and the porters, bearing upon 
their shoulders the rich, yet plainly construct- 
ed coffin, entered the church by the central 
aisle. Preceding the coffin walked the pall 
hearers, wearing White sashes. These were: 
Chauncey M. Depew, J. Pierrepont Morgan, 
Judge Charles Rapallo, William Turnbull, Wil- 
lam Bliss, George I. Magee, C. M. Barger, 
Charles C. Clark, Judge John B. Brady, 
W. kL. Scott, D. Q. Mills and 
S.W. Caldwell. The deep tones of the organ 
sounding the opening measures of Chopin’s 
Inneral March were heard as the. procession 
moved down the nave. of the crowded church, 
The Rey. Dr. Samuel Cooke, accompanied by 
his assistant, the Rev, F. W. Blampet, clad in 
the white robes of the Episcopal clergy,walked 
in advance of the solemn procession and read 
the well known lines ofthe burial service. As 
the rector read, the crowded church was silent. 
The waiting multitude listened with almost 
bated breath until the clergy had entered the 
chancel and with the assistant, Bishop H. C, 
Potter, who had already preceded them, knelt 
in praver before the altar. Following the 
cc fiin came the members of the Vanderbilt fam- 
ily, headed by Cornelius Vanderbilt and wife, 
"T lic : thie 
the sad faces of the bereaved children, the re- 
silence of the hundreds of business 
men who had known the dead financier in his 
lifetime, rendered the scene an impressive one. 
There was no pomp or circumstance in the 
burial service which followed. No public man 
bas been buried with so little of what may be 
termed “show.” Upon the lid of the coffin 
rested a bed of violets, Mr. Vandervilt’s tavyor- 
ite flowers, and two Jeaves of palm. Whenthe 
musie of the funeral march at length ceased, 
the choir sang the anthem beginning, “Loed, 
Let me Know My End.” When the last notes 
of the song were yet lingering in the air, the 
Rev. Dr. Cooke advanced to the reading ilesk 
and read the 15th chapter of First Corinthians, 
beginning, ‘‘Now is Christ risen from the dead 
ard become the first fruits of them that slept.” 
Then the choirand congregation united in 
singing, “Nearer My God to Thee.” The re- 
mainder of the service consisted-of the usual 
prayer for the dead, and the singing by the 
choir of the anthem, “I. Heard a Voice from 
Heaven,” and the recessional hymn, “I Would 
not Live Always.” It wasten minutes of 
eleven when the doors of the church again 
swung backward and the solemn procession re- 
turned tothe streets. Here carriages were in 
waiting to take the coffin and mourning family 
and friends to the ferry -at the foot of West 
42nd street. 

PROMINENT MEN PRESENT. 

Probably never within the history of the 
city of New York have so many men promi- 
nent in the financial world assembled to do 
honor to the memory of a dead associate. No 
one was admitted to the church except friends 
of the family and representatives of commer- 
cial and business or educational bodies, Asa 
patural result there was less than 109 ladies 
admitted to listen to the services. Prominent 
among the business men were the presidents 
and heads of departments of all the roads with 
which Vanderbilt had been connected.

AN EXPENSIVE REVENGE. 


Jay Gould Gets Even With an Enemy, but 
3 Loses %670,000 in so Doing. 

NEw York. December 11.—[{Special.]—Much 
of today’s talk in Wall street is 
about Jay Gould. That is no  un- 
common fact, but this time the _ topic 
has @ freshness of matter, for it relates to the 
question whether or not he has lost three- 
quarters of a million dollars in'a gratification 
of revenge. For years Henry N. Smith has 
been Gould’s bitterest enemy. The ill feeling 
grew out of counter-operations, in which the 
millionaire, as he thought, was unfairly dis- 
advantaged. He is habitually reticent, but as 
to Smith he became outspoken in his_ hostility, 
and was wout to accuse him of such peculiar 
crimes as changing his necktie fit five times a 
day and wearing a corset. But he nourished 
deeper designs of harm, and at length com- 
pa&sed Smith’s financial ruin a few momths 
ago. “But Smith’s bankruptcy’ smashed the 
noted firm of Heath & Co. Smith had opera- 
te@ heavily through this concern, and they 
bolstered him disastrously after the boom had 
exhansted his capital. When the failure of 
Heath & Co. was announced, Giovanni Moro- 
sin} went at once to their office to say that he 
supposed that his Manhattan railway stock was 
not affected. 

“What stock do you mean?” Heath inquired. 

“The block that Iordered you to purchase 
for me a month ago,” was the reply. 

“Fe bougbt none for you. We needed the 
money, and used it—lost it, finally—and we 
are Very sorry.” 

The amount was about four hundred thou- 
sand dollars. Nobody dreams that Morosini 
ha@ any such big sum lying so loosely around. 
Of course it belonged to his employer, Jay 
Gonld, who had besides two hundred and 
seventy thousand with Heath,in his own name. 
A Warrant was got out charging Heath with 
embezzlement in the misappropriation of the 
larger fund, on thetrue ground that it had been 
given to him for a specific purpose, and did 
not belong, as did the lesseramount, toa gen- 
eralaccount. The interesting feature of the 
cas€ is that it seems to present Gould in the 
aspect of ai biter severely’ bitten. He 
brought Henry N. Smith to grief a 
cost to bimself of at least $670,000, The in- 
stance of A. B. Stockwell, once president of the 
Pa¢ific Mail, but now impoverished, is quoted 
as Onein which Gould set out determinedly 
to wreck an cnemy, and Stockwell avers that 
duting the fight bookkeepers for brokers and 
banks were bribed to give information of every 
financial move. that he made. Henry N. 
Smith says that similar tactics were followed 
in the fight against him, and he is elated, in 
the midst of his trouble, by the tremendous 
expense that Gould unwittingly incurred. 

luwevyer, there are plenty of Gould partisans 
who maintain that he had ample provocation 
to smash Smith, andthat he would not undo 
the job, even though by that he might recover 
the entire Heath & Co. loss. 
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THE ART OF PRINTING. 


its Two Hundredth Anni- 
versary. 

PHILADELPHIA, December 11.—The celebra- 
tion ofthe two hundredth anniversary of the 
intreduction ef the art of printing in the mid- 
dle colonies began tonight under the auspices 
of the Pennsylvania Historical society at the 
hetlefthe society. Rev. George Dana Board- 
me sD. delivered an ‘Address on “The art 
vf printipg in America. A huuper or promi- 
nent publishers and literary men were pres- 
ent. Mr. Boardman traced the history. of the 
progress of the art of printing through two 
centuries, the first production being the issue 
in Philadelphia in 1685 of an almanac for 1686 
by William Bradford, the only copy of 
which in existence has been purchased 
by the society from Dr. King. of Newport. In 
1603 the council of New York passed a resolu- 
ticninviting a printer to come to that pro 
vince, offering a salary of forty pounds a year 
and half the benefit of his printing, besides 
what serves the public. Mr. Bradford, having 
previously obtained from friends in Philadel- 
phia a remission of his obligations to do their 
printing, at once accepted the offer. He re- 
wained in New York until his death, May 25, 
1752, at the ageof 92. The first newspaper 
printed in the British North American colonies 
was the Boston News, Letter, started in Boston 
in 1719 by John Campbell. The first Ameri- 
can edition of the Bible, in English, was print- 
ed in this city by Robt. Aitken, in 1782, and in 
i784: the first daily paper in the United States 
was issued by John Dunlop—The Pennsylva- 
nia Packet, now the North American.

THE WAR OF LABOR. 


PRECAUTIONS AGAINST VIOLENCE 
AT THE MINES. 


Workmen Armed With Repeating Rifies—Officers of 
the Law Summoning Possees to Their Aid— 
Peace Negotiations at the Sevier Mines — 

The Cnhinsse Question in California. 


PITTSBURG, Pa., December 11.—Quiet 
reigns throughout the Monongahela valley 
nines today. Notwithstanding the uneasiness 
felt lest night, there was no disturbance. Al- 
though the strikers were around all night, 
thc y keyt atasafe distance. The non-union 
miners at Pine Rundid not goto work till 
daylight this morning, fearing a repetition of 
yesterday’s attack. They have decided to 
discontinue night work as long as there isany 
danger of another outbreak. Workmen at 
Alleguppa expected an attack and made prepa- 
rations to give the mob a warm reception. 
They were provided with repeating rifles and 
‘each man was given fifty rounds of ammauhi- 
tion. The strikers did not put in an appear- 
ance, however, and this morning the men went 
into the mines as usual. Great excitement 
still prevails among the residents in the neigh- 
borhood of these mines and serious trouble, 
perhaps blocdshed, is predicted. Sheriff Gray 
has stationed posses near Alleguppa and Pine 
Rup, and has also sworn ina large number of 
men living in the vicinity who will respond to 
his call at a moment’s warning. 


IRON AND STEEL, 


Improvement in Businessin this Country— 
The Manager’s Statement. 

PHILADELPHIA, Pa., December 11.—General 
manager of the American Iron and Steel asso- 
ciation, makes the following important state- 
ment: The gratifying indication of improve- 
ment of business in this country is found in 
the fact that the steel rail companies. which, it 
will be remembered, made a compact at Long 
Branch last summer to limit their output to 
what then seemed likely to equal the wants of 
the railroads for 1iss86-7, have already, before 
the beginning of the year, so nearly sold the 
whole of that estimated total that they have 
now increased the stipulated output by 225,000 
tons, making the present limit for 1886 one 
million tons. Indeed a numberof manufactur- 
ers had already sold up to or beyond their al- 
lotments for the entire year before this action 
was taken, being unwilling that any appear- 
ance of unreadiness or inability to meet any 
legitimate demand should exist. There is, 
therefore, not the least reason to fear that any 
buyer of rails, who can satisfy the rail maker 
of his ability to pay for his purchases, will be 
unable to supply his wants at prices unaffected 
by artificial restrictions. 


THE MEXICAN REVOLUTION. 


Supulveda Takes Possession of 
Monterey. 

MONTEREY, Mex., December 11,-—Governor 
Supulveda’s forces, 400 strong, arrived in this 
city early last night and teok possession of the 
governor’s palace, Today he received a mes- 
sace from Governor Garciafin the City of Mexico 
to immediately re-establish the state govern- 
ment, concentrate his forces and put down the 
revolution, as help from the general govern- 
ment cannot be expected. It is said Supulveda 
called on General Reis, federal cemmander 
here, today, and that bitter words paseed be- 
iveecm them, when the former told the latter. 
after he had firmly re-¢stablished his govern- 
ment, he would be pleased to meet him on the 
ficld of honor. Supulveda has issued a call 
convening the legislature of the state immedi- 
ately in order thatthe state authorities may 
devise means to put an end to the revolution. 
The people are now in faver of the, governor 
here and it is thought they will support him.

Mines Flooded. 

HazeLtron, Pa., December 11.—An acre of 
surface over the Harleigh mines of M. 8. 
Kemmerer & Co. caved in today, causing great 
damage and throwing 400 miners and laborers 
out of work. A large creek runs over the 
spot where the fall occurred, and water has 
flooded the mines to a depth of 150 feet. A 
large gang of men are now at work endeavor- 
ing to turn the course of the creek. The 
damage done is estimated at $20,000, and may 
far exceed this figure. The mines of Eber- 
vale coal company, which have close connec- 
tions with the Harleigh mines, are also ren- 
dered idle, 


Convicts on a Strike, 


LITTLE Rock, December 11.—Tronble is re- 
ported to exist at the Allister mines, at Coal 
Hill. These mines are operated with convict 
labor. About one hundred convicts are on a 
strike. They demand a larger supply of pow- 
der to shoot the coal than ig allowod them by 
the superintendent. The prisoners have been 
in the mine all day. They refuse to send out 
any coal or to permit any of the foremen to 
enter,

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“KILLING A PRISONER. 


Fatal Affray ina Kentucky Courtroom, Yes- 
terday. 

Covinotfonxn, Ky., December 11.—A fatal af- 
fray occurred in the United States marshal’s 
office here yesterday. A number of prisoners 
were taken from jail to that office, which ad- 
joins the courtroom.. All were ushered inte 
the courtroom except Edward O’ Neal, who was 
left in the office with Bailiff Day. The prison- 
é¢r was seated near a table in the center of the 
room. Ina drawer next to him wasa 44 cali- 
bre pistol. As Day turned after showing other 
aby out, he was met by O’Neal, who had 

n the meantime taken the pistol from the 
drawer. Day’s first intimation of danger was 
feeling a handful of pepper thrown into his 
eyes. As they closed with pain he caught a 
glimpse of the pistol barrel leveled at his 
head. Instinctively he caught it with his 
right hand and clutched O’Neal’s throat with 
his left. THe bore down on the pistol. As it 
was discharged the bullet just grazed his hip. 
Still holding his grasp, though in the agony of 
pain, he bore O’Neal backward, simultaneously 
wrenched the pistol from his hand and point- 
ing it toward his antagonist, whom he could no 
longer see, fired, shooting O'Neal 
through the body. The bullet en- 
tered the lower part of both lungs, 
bringing him to the floor. The whole thin 
was done in less time than it takes to tell it. 
Iustantly all was confusion in the courtroom. 
Doctors were called, who dressed O'Neal's 
wound, which they pronounced necessarily 
fatal. The wounded man is twenty-cight years 
old, and was originally from Detroit. Was 
said latterly to have been a member of a coun- 
terfeiting carg, and was under indictment for 
passing counterfeit money. 

A San Francisco Tragedy. 

SAN FRANCISCO, December t1.—A_ terrible 
tragedy occurred a few minutes after 11 o'clock 
this morning in room No. 15 Nevada block. 
John Atkinson, surveyor of public lands, was 
found lying on the floor with his throat cut, 
and a man named Brown, said to be from Wy- 
oming, was lying within a few feet of him, 
dead from the effects of a shot from a re- 
volver. 

It was John A. Benson, (not Atkinson) who 
was shot in his office today by C. W. Brown, of 
Cheyenne. Benson was shot once in the cheek 
and once in the neck, the wounds being very 
serious. Brown shot himself three times, and 
then seized a large paper cutter from Benson's 
desks and thrusts it into his own neck,sévering 
the jugular vein. Benson is able to talk and 
professes to know no reason for Brown's act.

A Wife Murderer Hang. 

NEW ORLEANS, December 11.—John Alex- 
ander, colored, convicted of the murder of his. 
wife last February, at the Stanton planta- 
tion, seven miles below Algiers, was executed 
today in the parish prison in the presence of 
the fifteen witnesses allowed bylaw. The 
drop fell at 12:20 o’clock, and he died without 
a struggle. 


Boiler Explosion. 
Austin, Tex., December 11.—This afternoom 
a tubular boiler at the Colorado foundry here 
exploded, demolishing the building and killing 
Charles Jones, proprietor, and Lewis Preston, 
engineer.

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HOME RULE FOR IRELAND. 


with O’Connor—Opinions of the 
Press. 

Lonpon, December 11.—Thos. P. O’Connor, 
member parliament, elect, for the Scotland di- 
vision of Liverpool, and. Parnell’s trusted lieu- 
tenant, in an interview today, defined the 
Nationalist’s view of home rule for Ireland as 
like that of government of Canada—the Irish 
members not tositin the imperial parliament 
and the people of Lreland not to contribute te- 
ward the expensesof the imperial government, 
nor to sharein the payment ofthe national 
debt. Regarding funds to carry out the na- 
tionalist’s measures, Mr. O’Counor said the 
Parnellites could easily raise 100,000 pounds in 
America. 

The Daily News suggests a conference of 
liberal conservatives and Parneilite leaders to 
arrange a basis of home rule measure in man- 
ner similar tothatin which the question of 
redistribution of seats was settled. The News 
thinks that O’Connor’s plot is not suitable even 
to Irishmen. 

Mr. Gladstone has written a letter referring 
to the election, in which he says: 

“Tt has been a wonderful election, and will prove 
that we have gained on the tories since 1s80—if al- 
towance is granted us of fifteen seats lost through 
double liberal candidatures, and fifteen seats Par- 
nell gave the tories.”’

Hie Knows About It.

“Yankee Doodle’ was the theme of an in- 
teresting paper read by Mr. George H. Moore, 
"LL. D., before the New York Historical society 
jast night. An audience complete ¥ tilling the 
pall liste ned to the reading with uoabated in- 
terest. ‘The subject,” said Mr. Moore, “natu- 
rally divides itself into two pacts; first, as to 
the origin of yankee, and, sec nad, conceraiag 
the time with which the word is indissolubly 
linked. Gordon, writing in 1775, says 
vaukee was the favorite word of one 
Jonathan Hastings, living in Cambridge 
in 1713, and used as a t:rm of exze! 
lence. The students at Harvar L cous beeams 
acquainted with it, and, linking itwith Hast- 
ings, from whom they hired horses, it became 
a byword and was scattered over the country. 
There is little or no authority to rest this state- 
ment of the origin upon, ~ The first registered 
Yankee was one William Marr, a slavein the 
Carolinas, who in an advertisement ina small 
English? paper in 1725 is thus, called.” Mr. 
Moore then passed over in rapid succession the 
yarious supposed Indian derivatives of the 
word, including that in Irving’s “History of 
New York,” andthe hitherto accepted author- 
sty of the Moravian missionary in Pennsylvan- 
‘athat it was acorruption of Yengeese, the 
Indian phonetic spelling of English, and con- 
tinued: 

“The word is not Indian or Greek, but is 
pure Dutch, expressive of contempt and proba- 
bly the mest so in the vocabulary of the early 
New York Dutch, “Yankin” meant in that 
dialect to grumble. snarl or yelp, and its de- 
rivative noun, yanker, meant a howlingcur. 
It was not in use save among the lower classes, 
for ressons Which now sbut out slang from use 
by educated people, but it was a well known 
word, In the collision between the New ing- 
landexsand the New York Dutch bad blood 
was arcused, and the New Engianders despised 
the Dutch, while the latter abominated the 
former, and both very fervidly. Hence the 
use of the werd toindicate the contempt which 
existed. Every circumstance points to its 
birth in the collisions between the Dutch and 
the colonists. ‘To this day the vankees are 
looked Upon with distrust by the remnants of 
the real Dutchmen now outside New England.

Gradually Succumbing to the Wefht of His 
Ninety Years. 
From the Chicago Times, 

Nothing, writes a Berlin correspondent, 
could more forcibly illustrate the uncertainty 
grow ngout of what has been accurately term- 
ed the armed peace of Europethan the feeling 
of uneasiness that manifests itself when the 
slightest indisposition of imperor William is 
reported. A few days ago the news went 
abroad that his majesty was confined to- his 
room by a severe cold, and immediately a pall 
of gloom seemed to settle over the entire city. 
Anxiety could be read in every face. ‘The cause 
of this is the fact that everybody feels 
the peace of Europe hangson the slender 
thread of the aged emperor’s life. So long as 
the emperor lives there is little danger of a 
European war. His majesty has so often reit- 
erated his determination to preserve the peace 
of Kurope during his remaining days that the 
selfishness as well as the love of his subjects is 
touched by every change of his health. When 
the news was published that. his majesty was 
again able totransact business and that he 
weuld probably resume his drives in a few 
days evervone felt relieved. But it is an open 
secret that Emperor William is failing fast. 
His unequal fight against old age is 
growing every day more apparent. When a 

iple of months ago he went to attend the 

autumn mancuvers of the army he had almost 
to be carried from place to place inthe arms 
of hisattendants. Itis told that tears were 
seen to roll down the grim cheeks of many of 
his old officers as they saw their former chief, 
who, a few vears before, used to ride so proudly 
at the head of his staff, helped like an invalid 
from his cushioned carriage.

DEATH OF W. M. RODES. 


AN OLD ATLANTIAN PASSES AWAY 
ON THE PACIFIC COAST. 


Price ' 


Eventful Career of the Deceased - Before the War an 
Engineer on the Georgia Railroad—He is 
Appointedto Positioninthe Navy 
His Funeral. 


The Vallejo.Cal. Chronicle, which arrived yester- 
day, announces the death of William Miller Rodes, 
an old Atiantian, anda brother of Mr. Charles C. 
Rodes, of this city. The deceased lived here pre- 
vious tothe war, and is doubtless well remem- 
bered by Colone! Richard Peters Mr. Rhode Hill 
and others who have passe«| most of their lives in 
Ailanta, He and Captain William Kidd were 
great friends, and when the captain passed away 
Mr. Rodes was remembered by him in his will 
When the deceased first cameio Atlanta he was 
an engineér on the Georgia railroad, and while 
holding that positiou it so happened that he had 
it in his power to render some _assist- 
ance to the late Mr. Stephens, 
while suffering from injuries received 
in a railroad accident. Forthis kindness Mr. Ste- 
phens never forgot-him, and in after years when 
the great Commoner was in Congress, and an effort 
was being made to have Mr. Rodes dismissed from 
the United States navy where he was holding a 
position, appointed from civil life to make room 
for the promotion of an officer belonging to the 
regular service, Mr. Stephens came to his assistance 
and had Mr. Rodes retained in his position. Inthe 
halls of the Young Men’s library association are a 
number of curiosities gathered from foreign coun- 
tries by Mr. Rodes and presented to the association. 
His last visit to Atlanta was in 1870, when he at- 
tended the state fair being held here. 

Referring to his death the Chronicle gives the 
following particulars: 

Wednesday morning, December 2d, a little after 
ten o’clock, Engineer Rhodes, of the Comanche, 
while engaged in sawing a piece of wood with a 
hand saw, fell back, and almost immediately ex- 
jired. The deceased has beena resident of Val- 
lejo, off and on, for about five years, and was uni- 
verfally respected by allwho knew him. © He was 
very modest and retiring in disposition, but a 
scholarly and intelligent gentleman. The funeral 
took place Thursday at two o'clock from the 
United States monitor ‘Comanche,’ lying alongz- 
side the quay wall atthe navy yard. The services 
were conducted by Chaplain Hayward, United 
States navy, after which the coffin, 
eovered with the American flag, was born 
tothe hearse by eight seamen, the musicians saln- 
ting with three rolls on the muffled drums, 
military escort consisted of a detachment of ma- 
rines and seamen from the United States receiving 
ship “Independence,” under the comivand of Lieu- 
tenant Purcell and Sailmaker Wilson. Lieutenant 
Commander R. M. Cutts was present and superin- 
tended the arrangements for paying the last sad 
tribute ff respect to the deceased engineer. Onthe 
arrival of the cortege at the Naval cemetery, the 
beautiful and ge wo service of the Episcopal 
church was read by the chaplain, andthe body was 
then laid to rest with military konors. 

ASKETCH OF HIS LIFE 

William Miller Rodes was born in Philadelphia, 
Pa., November 20, 1820, and died December 2, 1855, 
on board the U. §&. SS. Comanche. Previous 
to the breaking ow of the bg 
conductor on the Mississippi 
Leaving the employ of the railroad company on 
the breaking out of the rebellion, he rcmoved with 
his family to Philadelphia. 

On the 28d of October 1862 he received the ap- 

ointment as acting first assistant engineer in the 

. 5. navy, and was ordered to duty in the North 
Atlantic fleet; he served during the war and was 
honorably discharged from the navy May 6, 1870. 
In November 157] he was appointed chief-engiueer 
of the U.S. coast survey steamer Hassler, and ac 
companied that vessel on the cruise from Boston to 
fan Francisco; Professor Louis Agassiz and party 
were also on board, engaged in making scientific 
observations during the voyage, which proved of 
great interest to the scientific world. 

Alriving in San Franeiseo in August, 1872, Pro- 
fessor Louis Agassiz and party left the vessel and 
returned east ; the Hassler was soon after employed 
in bydr empnic suryeying in the vicinity of Santa 
Barbara, California, under the Command of Captain 
Pr. C. Johnson, United States nayy. Mr. Rodes con- 
tinned as chief engineer of that vessel until June, 
1880, when he was honorably discharged, engineers 
of the regular navy having been ordered to coast 
survey steamers in place of those appointed from 
civillife. In 1881 Mr. Rodes was appointed by the 
lighthouse department as chief engineer of the 
United States survey Lighthouse Tender Shu- 
brick attached to the 15th light- 
hovee district, with headquarters at Portland, Ore- 

on, and remained in that position unttl February, 
fae" when,owing to a severe attack of rheumatism, 
he wasobliged toresign and seck employment on 
shore. During the vear 1ssi, he was employed in 
the steam engineering department, Mare Island 
navy yard, until April, 1885, when he was appoint- 
ed chief engineer of the United States lighthouse 
Tender Manzanita, and continued in that position 
until Jnne 30, 1885, when failing health obliged him 


to again resign from the lighthouse service: ine 


July last be was placed in charge of the engines of 
the United States steamer,Comanche,by Command- 
er Rodgers, of the U. 8S. R. &. Independence, and 
while in the performance of that dnty he has sud- 
di niy been called hence. 

He was a man of generous and “ngble impulses, 
of temperate and industrious habits;,and whose 
companionship was greatly enjoyed by all who 
kpew him personally: many an officer of the Uni- 
ted States navy, with whom he has associated in 
the years that are past will be saddened by the 
news of his sudden demise and the thought that 
they will never more behold that familiar face 
and form in life.
